NOT COMMUNIST

THE DICTIONARY, A BOOK OF VITAL INTEL- 
LECTUAL ag ang a is often of very little use 
when dealing with the 20th cen- 
tury moral plague called “Com- 
munism.” For instance, the Soviet 
Union is popularly called a “Com- 
munist” country, when it is as far 
from being such as the South was 
from being rightly called a land 
of freedom for Negroes, before 
Civil War days. Real Communism, 
our dictionary tells us, is, in princt- 
ple, a state of equality. It is a 


society in which each person gives of his skill and 
energy according to his ability, and is remunerated 
according to his needs. It is a system of family-like 
relationship that is not contrary to Christian princi- 
ples, if entered into voluntarily, provided the right of 
conscience is safeguarded. It necessitates the aboli- 
tion of the wage system of remuneration, a primary 
Marxian ‘economic demand which is unworkable on a 
national scale, as the Scviet Union discovered in its 
infancy. In fact the wage system in vogue in the 
Soviet Union, with its extensive piecework and shock- 
worker (Stakhanovist) method of exploiting labor, 
would not be tolerated by organized labor on our 
Side of the Iron Curtain. 

IT IS BY A MISUSE OF LANGUAGE that the 
inhabitants of the Soviet Union are commonly ‘called 
“Russians,” when not more than one-half the people 
therein can rightly be so designated. Seventeen per 
cent of the U.S.S.R. population are Ukrainians; and 
there are reported to be 168 other ethnic groups of 
more than 20,000 members within its borders. Stalin 
himself is not a Russian, He is a Georgian, born in 
what is now called the Georgian Soviet Republic 
which covers an area of 27;000 miles, with a popula- 
tion of 3,542,000: 

“COMMUNISTS” call the Soviet Union a “demo- 
cracy”, when it is a “Dictatorship of the Proletariat”. 
by a Politburo of 14 members. Surely it is a gross 
misuse of language to call a country a “democracy” 
in. which only one political party is permitted to 
function, the “Communist Party”;. a country in 
which the industries, schools, press, and broadcasting 
stations are a Politburo monopoly; a country. that 
bars any expression of “opinion that is not in har- 
mony with Stalinism. The two leading Soviet daily 
papers are “Isvesta,” which means News, and 
“Provda,” which means Truth. Some anti-Stalinists 
behind the Iron Curtain said jokingly, though sec- 
retly: “There is no truth in the News (Isvesta), and 
no news in Truth (Provda) but Stalin favored news.” 

OUTLAWING THE RED-REDS—Eighteen nations 
have thus far outlawed the Communist Party, Four 
other countries are considering doing so, including 
our U. 8S. A. The nations are Spain, Portugal, Greece, 
Turkey, Lebanon, Syria, Southern Korea, Burma, 
Indo-China, Peru, Malaya , Bolivia, Chile, Brazil, 
Venezuela, and Austria.

“THE CRUSADE 
FOR FREEDOM’

Certainly all Americans are for freedom, or, 
as we have been more used to calling it, liberty. 

No other nation, at least no nation of any 
great size, has enjoyed such freedom as the 
Americans during the first century and a half 
of their existence. Freedom, or liberty, is of the 
very essence of American life. Any organization 
formed for the purpose of spreading the Ameri- 
can idea of freedom throughout the world, will 
rightly appeal to all Americans. 

But we are puzzled by certain features of 


this present project. Apparently it is thoroughly 


financed—just how is not stated in any of the 
Committee’s literature we have seen. It is re- 
ceiving heavy support in the press, radio and pul- 
pit. Important banking interests are passing the 
word around that the Committee is to be sup- 
ported. The Committee is able to get the names 
of prominent men and women in many sections 
of the eountry for its local committees. 

The chief objective of the National Commit- 
tee for a Free Europe appears to be to carry on 
a radio program. One of the leaflets of the Com- 
mittee says: 

“The new voice of Radio Free Europe is 
now on the air, alongside the Voice of America— 
a new voice, relieved of official limitations, 
harder hitting... ” 

The Administration is already spending 
many millions a year of the taxpayers’ money. in 
broadcasting to, Soviet Russia and Iron Curtain

Lenin said, “For every Communist we have ten 
others ready and able to do our work.” Clever 
Marxists work on the assumption that every politic- 
jan has his price or can be fooled, or framed, to 
carry out the plan to abolish the United States.

countries, We do not know how successful it has 
been, though if it achieves only a moderate de- 
gree of success, it is probably worthwhile pro- 
vided what is broadcast is really American, and 


not socialist or semi-socialist. But according to 


the press there are relatively few radio sets in 
Soviet Russia and the Iron Curtain countries; 
and recent dispatches that the Soviet is attempt- 
ing to “jam” the Voice of America are rather 
impressive. 

So it would-seem doubtful whether this 
additional radio program will be worth the ef- 
fort. But again, if even a moderate degree of 
success is attained, it might be worth the effort. 
The Freedom Bell 

The promoters of the Crusade for Freedom 
have developed a novel scheme for attracting at- 
tention. What is called the “Freedom Bell,” 
which is said to be the symbol of the Crusade, 
was cast on July 27, 1950, at a bell foundry in 
England—why in England we do not know. The 
bell has been shipped to the United States and is 
now being taken from place to place, including 
Pittsburgh, Cleveland, Detroit, Chicago, St. Louis 
and other cities. Then the bell is shipped to 
Germany, where it hangs in the Rathaus Tower 
in Berlin in time to ring in what is called 
“United Nations Day,” October 24th. 

This is considered by some public relations 
men good propaganda. And if it brings fresh 
courage to even a few, it will perhaps be worth- 
while. 


What Is Behind This “Crusade”? 

But it is always to raise the question, with 
respect to any movement—what is behind it? 
Often what is behind it is apparent on its face— 
but some times one has to look further. 

One of the cardinal points of the plan is the 
signing of what is called the “Freedom Scroll.” 
This is being issued in sheets 11 x 20 inches with 
space on each sheet for 50 signatures. People 
of all ages, including school children, are asked 
to sign. 

At the head of each sheet is printed the 
following: 

“I believe in the sacredness and dignity of 
the individual. 
“T believe that all men derive the right to 
freedom equally from God.” 
Ail Americans will subscribe to these principles. 

But then this follows: 

“T pledge to resist aggression and tyranny 
wherever they appear on earth.” 

What is the purpose of this pledge? 

The Crusade for Freedom is being organized 
with great skill and tremendous publicity. These 
Scrolls are to be distributed in all kinds of places 
where people gather. 

Of course the average American does noth- 
ing more readily than sign some petition or 
document that on the face appears fair and rea- 
sonable. So it may be wondered what the effect 
will be if, say, one, or five or ten million Ameri- 
cans sign this Scroll which, as explained on each 
sheet, is to be— 

. included as a permanent part of the 
Freedom Shrine in Berlin, and to join with the 
millions of men and women throughout the 
world who hold the cause of freedom sacred.” 
dust One More 
‘Snternationalist Scheme? 

Let us review these words again: 

“I pledge to resist aggression and tyranny 
wherever they appear on earth.” 

It is a matter of common knowledge that 
there are, among Americans, a group that is 
internationalist-minded. They have long since 
ceased to talk.or even think about the American 
Republic, her Constitution and her traditions. 
They-want to merge the United States with the 
whole world. They are trying to destroy the 
concept of this country as an independent nation. 
They are not satisfied with American serving, as 
she did for so many decades, as an example to 
all mankind, that they might go and do as Ameri- 
ca has done—might emulate the American way 
of life. They want America to throw in her lot 
with all the peoples of the earth so that there- 
after—if the movement goes to its logical con- 
clusion—our people will be no better off than 
the average people throughout the world. 

It is noteworthy, too, that many of those 
who hold this viewpoint are of foreign birth, or 
their parents—are of foreign birth; or they are 
[ 2eple whose business interests are tied up with 


other countries, and whose viewpoint is — 
influenced by that fact. 


One of the ideas these interhaticniatinte aré 
pressing at the present time is that the United 
States is in a position of “world leadership,” as 
they choose to call it, and that she must “fullfil 
her destiny.” And—forgetting the need to pre- 
serve liberty at home—they construe all this to 
mean that they must sally forth, crusader-like, 
under the Marshall Plan, under Point IV, under 
any and all measures that involve the spending of 
United States treasure and effort throughout the 
world, and go to the rescue of all nations. 

They apparently fail. to make any estimate 
as to whether the United States can afford to do 
this, assuming that the doing of it would ac- 
complish a real purpose. They are the very op- 
posite of the America Firsters who tried so hard 
to keep the United States out of World War II. 
They are for every other country first, and for 
the United States last. They somehow seem to 
think this is being “broad-minded”—that they 
have a “world viewpoint.” They seem not to 
notice that under their guidance, we have been 
following this course now for some years, and 
that it has brought to the once strong United 
States the sacrifice of precious lives, burdensome 
debt, colossal waste, and now—war. And so far 
it seems to have brought little benefit to other 
peoples. 

Perhaps some of ‘these who so readidly sub- 
scribe to One World—certainly the more gullible 
of them—do not mean to be this way. Con- 
front them with the idea, and may of them will 
grow indignant. But the picture we paint of them 
is a fair description of their thoughts and actions. 
They are not facing reatlities. At best they are 
following the Pied Piper—at worst they are be- 
traying their country’s vital interests. 

Wars Not Made By 

Wars are never made by peoples. Wars are 
made by the politicians of the various countries. 
Americans have mothing in particular against 
Germans, or Austrians, or even Russians, just 
as doubtless neither Germans, Austrians, nor 
Russians, have anything in particular against 
Americans. The people of no country would en- 
gage in war with the people of any other country 
if they were not stirred up to it, propagandized 
into it, by their leaders. . 

Propaganda is of a modern art. 
Practically nobody in Great Britain had ever 
heard of health insurance until Lloyd George, 
searching about for an issue in a political cam- 
paign shortly before World War I, hit upon the 
idea which he borrowed from Germany. Before 
his campaign was over he had persuaded the 
British people that they had always wanted 
health insurance, though, as we say, few had 
ever heard of it up to a few weeks before. Such 
is the power of propaganda. 

Now here on this Freedom Scroll is this 
“pledge to resist aggression and tyranny wher- 
ever they appear on earth.” Can it be that this 
idea comes from the internationalists who, at 
some future time, will assert that the President’s 
plan to intervene with American armed forces 
anywhere on earth “to resist aggression and 
tyranny” has been formally endorsed by mil- 
lions of Americans? Are not the signers of this 
petition giving a free hand to the present or some 
future Administration to send them or their sons 
anywhere on earth to fight? And there will be 
no appeal from the decision of the Administra- 
tion that any given situation constitutes “‘ag- 
gression and tyranny.” 

Is it not possible that this one “pledge’’ is 
the foundation stone of a future policy that at no 
distant date would guarantee the financial, and 
probably the moral, bankruptcy of the American 
Republic and the enslavement of her once free 


people? 


Who Are Listed as 
Leaders of the Crusade? 


We are not less disposed to raise this ques- 
tion as we scan the list of the men prominent 
in the National Committee for a Free Burope. 
For while they include distinguished citizens who 
have rendered great service to thier country 
(most of whom may have joined this movement 
without suspecting any ulterior purposes), yet 
they include also men who have been in the fore- 
front of the internationalist movement. They 
include, indeed, some who have advanced in ne 
little degree our foreign policy which has been so 
disastrous. 


Thus we find Herbert H. Lehman who once 


headed UNRRA and who recently led in the - 


unsuccessful fight in the Senate to prevent over- 
riding the President’s veto of, the Communist 


Control Bill; Henry R. Lace, whose “Life,” 
“Time” and “Fortune” have rarely hesitated to 
whoop it up for internationalism; Charles P. Taft, 
Robert P. Patterson and others. We find men like 
Drew Pearson. 

These all along have been the very opposite 
of America Firsters. While we do not question 
the sincerity of many of them, and while some 
of their services have contributed to America’s 
advantage, yet, by and large, they are interna- 
tionalists. If we follow their leadership, can we 
expect the results of the next ten years to be 
any less disastrous for the United States than 
the last ten? 

The United States has now got itself into a 
war which will involye temporary, and perhaps 
permanent, restrictions on American liberties. 
At the same time the Administration is pushing 
such international commitments at the ITO agree- 
ment, the ILO right-to-organize agreement, the 
International Bill of Rights and Genocide Con- 
vention (and there are more to come), every one 
of which would hand over a part of the sov- 
ereignty of the American people to international 
committees in each of which the United States 
would have only a minority vote. 

Is one effect of this movement intended to 
be that we forget our own Liberty Bell which 
was respected throughout this country for more 
than a century and a half, and substitute a 
“Freedom Bell’? Is it all part of a picture to 
make the American people forget their past as 
the great Republic of the West, and infiltrate 
them more and more with the idea that it is 
just one of “the democracies’’? 


Diluting American Loyalty 
The Extension Service of the United States 


Department of Agriculture is engaged in a 


project that is perhaps not unrelated to the Cru- 
sade for Freedom. This scheme is to promote the 
making of United Nations flags may be displayed 
alongside our flag on évery school house in the 
land, as well as on other public and private build- 


ings. 

There is a committee to achieve this purpose, 
whose Chairman is Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
The committee has made available a kit, price 50 
cents, by the use of which a United Nations flag 
can, it is explained, be readily made. Women 
and girls are appealed to to make these flags. 

Now, if other nations than our own had 
taken a serious interest in the idea of the 
United Nations, something might be said for this 
strange institution. But few countries seem to 
be taking any serious interest in it—and these 
are almost entirely the countries that are sub- 
sisting, in part at least, on the bounty of the 
United States. For many weeks after the fight- 
ing began in Korea, not a single land soldier of 
any fellow member of the United Nations parti- 
cipated; and even today while there are 150,000 
American soldiers and Marines in Korea, there 
are said to be not over 5000 of all other countries 
combined. 

Strange it is that the government of a coun- 
try, conceded to be the strongest and richest 
in the world—a country with a great past— 
should be leading in the effort to merge the wel- 
fare of its people with that of the polyglot 
nations of the world. Particularly since, even 
with the material benefits offered or in prospect, 
the enthusiasm of those other countries for the 
United Nations is at a low point. 

And here is our national government, with- 
out, we suspect, the slightest warrant in any law, 
spending the taxpayers’ money trying to dilute 
Americanism in the minds of school children. 
Scheme to By-pass the 
Authority of the Senate 

The significance of this pledge in the Free- 
dom Scroll and a hint of the inherent danger in 
it lies in the fact that just as the United States 
Senate was recessing on, September~23, Secretary 
Acheson moved, in the General Assembly of the 
United Nations, to clothe the General Assembly 
with the right to take action against aggressor 
nations. . 

In the excitement of the fight to override 
the veto of the Anti-Communist Bill, little at- 
tention was paid in the Senate to Acheson's 
action. Yet, as Mr. George Rothwell Brown, 
columnist in the Hearst newspapers, has pointed 
out: 

“This is a flagrant attempt by our own State 
Department to by-pass the Senate, and make 
what might prove to be a most dangerous al- 
teration in the UN charter, without submitting 
that proposed change to the Senate for its ap- 
proval or rejection.” 

The Senate of the United States went a

atomic energy were two lawyers; one appointee of 
Dean Acheson and the other a follower of Henry 


‘Wallace. Herbert S. Marks, who has spoken in the. 


defense of a number of leftwing individuals and 
groups, was an appointee of Dean Acheson. He has 
been a member of the National Lawyers Guild, cited 
by the House Un-American Activities Committee as 
being a Communist front, and also the United-Fed- 
eral Workers which is a Communist front. Marks 
was refused a commission in the U. S. Navy. Tre 
Navy Bureau Personnel file indicated that Marks: 

“Has a tendency to become allied and 
associated with radical actions and organi- 
zations. . . His ethics and integrity have 
been criticized many times.” 

James Roy Newman, whom McMahon made coun- 
sel for the Special Senate Committee, (like Charles 
Calkins, McMahon’s one time administrative assis- 
tant) became a Henry Wallace follower. He went 
with Wallace to the New Republic, a Marxist maga- 
zine, when Wallace was severed from the government 
payroll. Calkins is now on a retainer at $300 a 
month with New Republic for articles he may write, 
and he lectures at the Yale Law School, which is 
running Harvard a close second for teaching and 
developing Red lawyers. Newman is a close friend 
of Dr. Edward Condon, head of Bureau of Standards, 
who has been frequently charged with associating 
with Communists. Dr. Condon worked with Newman 
in the plan to put atomic energy under Marxist 
Centrol. ~ 

When McMahon took over the chairmanship of 
the Special Senate Committee on Atomic Energy, 
one of his first appointments was to name Dr. Ed- 
ward Condon as a scientific adviser. In 1948 a House 
sub-committee on Un-American Activities charged D~. 
Condon as: 

“One the weakest links in our atomic 
security, and an associate of Soviet espionage 
agents.” ie 
The House sub-committee also said of Dr. Con- 

don: “There is no evidence in our possession that 
Dr. Condon is a member of the Communist Party, 
but as a member of the Executive Committee of the 
American-Soviet Science Society, which is affiliated 
with the National -Council of American-Soviet 
Friendship Inc., and which was recently cited as a 
subsersive organization by Attorney General Clark, 
he has lent his name and influence to one of the 
principal Communist endeavors in the United 
States.” 

The files of the F.B.I. reflect that Dr. Condon 
has been in close contact, as late as 1947, with an 
individual alleged, by a self-confessed Soviet espion- 
age agent, to have engaged in espionage activities 
with the Russians in Washington, D. C. from 1941 
to 1944. 

Dr. and Mrs. Condon’s close friend, Ignace Zlo- 
towski, is former counsellor of the Polish Embassy 
and presently a Polish delegate to the U. N. Dr. 
Condon introduced Newman to Ignace Zlotowski. In 
testimony before the House-Un-American Activities 
Committee, Zlotowski is charged with being a Com- 
munist spy on atomic energy and working with the 
head of the Russian NKVD. 

Zlotowski is further identified as a nuclear scien- 
tist who studied under Joliet Curie, confessed French 
member of the Communist Party. It is Known that 
im February 1947, Zlctowski purchased 270 books on 
a‘semic energy which had been published by the De- 
partment of Commerce. It is also reliably reported 
that in March 1947 Zlotowski offered the use of 
the Polish diplomatic pouch to scientific groups as 
# means of transmitting scientific materials outside 
the U.S., dissemination of which had to be restricted 
kecause of security reasons by. military authorities, 
Zlotowski was also in contact with Anatole Gromov, 
first secretary of the Soviet Embassy, who has since 
returned to Russia. 

Newman and Marks, along with Dr. Condon and 
possibly Dr. Leo Z. Szilard, has the most to do with 
working up the McMahon Atomic Energy Bill an‘ 
its passage, although McMahon—as their stooge— 

gets credit for authoring the bill. 
F At all executive sessions of the Special Senate 
Committee, where the most confidential phases of 
the atomic program were discussed, Senator McMahon 
insisted on having Dr. Condon and Newman present. 

CALKINS — WRITER FOR REDS 
Another one of MaMahon’s supporters is Charles 

E. Calkins. Calkins was active as a writer for the 
Communist magazie, New Masses, before taking the 
confidential job in the Senator’s office. 

PHILIP MULLENBACH — A POOR RISK 

Senator Brien McMahon, as head of the Joint 
Congressional Committee on Atomic Energy, allowed 
Phillip Mullebach to remain in his .top secret job al- 


though that man worked under Gregory Silvermaster 
in War Assets and succeeded Silvermaster as Chief 
of that division, and had been investigated by the 
F.B.I, and found to be a poor risk. Serious derogatory 
information had been dug up against Mullenbach, 
still he was in charge of the topmost atomic energy 
secret. So “hot” was this secret information Mullen- 
bach had charge of that, when it was being trans- 
ferred, he went under guard. The guards, most likely, 
were sincere in thinking that they were protecting 
something which Russia did not have. Little did 
they know that they were guarding something which 
was already in Moscow. 





COMMUNIST SPY HEAD, SILVERMASTER 


Nathan Gregory Silvermaster of New Jersey, 
Communist spy leader accused of Soviet espionage, 
and now out on bail, swore that he was a “close 
friend” of Senator McMahon’s scientific advisor, Miss 
Evelyn Bentley, a confessed Communist spy courier, 
identified him as master spy with photographic 
equipment in the basement of his Washington home 
for filming secret government documents for trans- 
mission to Moscow. 

McMAHON DEMANDS 
SECRET INFOROMATION 

In transferring the atomic project to civilian 
control sometime after the end of the war, a major 
policy problem was how much secret information 
should be released to a Congressional Committee 
concerned with atomic energy. The U.S. had a three 
year lead on the rest of the world—meaning the 
Soviet Union. Although part of this lead had been 
lost through the treachery of people like Dr. Fuchs, 
and the spy ring, most Senators did not want to 
know anything more than necessary about atomic 
energy for fear that they might accidentally make 
kown the secrets. On the other hand, there were 
counterfeit Americans, such as McMahon’s associates, 
who were turning up everything in the country to ob- 


tain the secret. 
Brien McMahon, on the Senate floor in 1947, de- 


manded to know everythig there was to know about 
the atomic bomb. When there was a vote in com- 
mittee on making available such highly secret in- 
formation (the information on the stockpile) the 
vote was ten to one against. The lone vote for the 
right of a Senator or Congressman to obtain this 
highly secret data was that of Senator Brien Mc- 
Mahon of Connecticut. No other Senator wanted to 
know such top secret information! 

This was not the only instance 6f a strong effort 
by the Connecticut Senator to obtain highly con- 
fidential atomic information. A letter over Senator 
McMahon's signature was sent to the War Depart- 
ment seeking data from the Manhattan Distritc pro- 
ject.. The request was rejected, but Senator McMahon 
did not’ give up until the matter.was carried directly 
to the White House, Senator McMahon and his 
Red associate also made a personal call on Secre- 
tary Patterson in an effort to get certain information 
made available to the committee. “Again their re- 
quest was denied. 

About this same time, Senator McMahon was 
making a series of speeches throughout the country 
suggesting that the U.S. consider making public its 
atomic stockpile and rate of production of atomic 
bombs. 

Next to all technical facts on manufacture of 
the bomb, the information most sought by the Soviet 
Union was how many bombs America had and was 
making. 

It was on February 4, 1949 that McMahon an- 
nounced that he had called a conference of the 
Congressional Atomic Committee and the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff to “consider” making public this top-secret

information on the bomb stockpile and bomb pro- 
duction. 

Three days later, February 7, 1949, at Lake Suc- 
cess, the Soviet delegate on the Security Council 
of the United Nations—Yakov Malik—demanded that 
the United States list its atomic weapons before 
the eGneral Assembly, The Soviet Union had been 
demanding this information as far back as 1947. 
Senator McMahon's suggestion to make public in- 
formation on the bomb stockpile, and bomb produc- 
tion and weapons, would have accomplished that 
purpose. 


How long Brien McMahon remains in Washing- 
ton, as a dupe for Communism, depends upon the 
voters of Connecticut. The security and safety of 
150,000,000 people in America depends upon the voters 
of Connecticut. The rest of America will have to 
stand by and let the voters of Connecticut make the 
decision on November 7th whether Brien McMahon 
will remain in our government or be defeated.

Federation at one and the same time, it withdrew 
from the former, and resolved to “stay neutral.” Evi- 
dently the Israeli Government also desires to play the 
goody-goody role on both sides of the Iron Curtain, 
judging by the honor it conferred recently upon the 
Red Army, at the time Soviet Army officers were 
leading the war in Korea against our U.N. anti-

The Children’s Crusade 


In A.D. 1212 occurred that astonishing 
movement known as the Children’s Crusade. A 
young boy of 13 or 14 became imbued with the 
idea that if he could get thousands of boys and 
girls to journey to Palestine, the control of 
Palestine might be wrested again from the 
Saracens. Amazingly enough he carried out the 
project, at least to the point of assembling large 
numbers: of children. After many vicissitudes 
they reached a Mediterranean port in Southern 
France where some greedy shipowners agreed to 
transport them to the Holy Land. Two of the 
ships were wrecked on the way and all on board 
were lost. The remainder were taken, not to the 
Holy Land, but to Egypt where every last one 
of them was sold into slavery. The end was 
disaster. 


We Americans, at the middle of the Twen- 
tietth Century, ought to be old enough by this 
time to consider what is feasible and what is 
not. We ought to be mature enough not to per- 
mit ourselves to become engaged in any Chil- 
dren’s Crusade. 


We still have left the essentals of American 
liberty, though the activities of those who would 
undermine and destroy them are far advanced. 


We of the National Economic Council be- 
live that it is time for the people of America to 
realize that they alone of all the nations of the 
earth posses and have possessed true liberty. 
They should realize that thev can lose thi “h-r- 
ty by deliberately surrendering it to the Execue 
tive, or by so weakening the~celve>, Aro to 
sipation of effort and resources, as to fall a prey 
to eventual and complete slavery.
